We have 
complied w ith the law in this regard 
to the letter, and ju a result, bay <s 8 *t 
a good example I ), our suxsw ors in 
office to folio« . 
We bav? been blessed, /or the past 
year, with a city cleric who is honest, 
upright, faithful and capable and as a ' 
resuP the city’s records are in excel­ 
lent shape. 
We have been blessed, also, with a j 
city attorney who has looked after the * 
legal end of the city’s affaire in a most 
satisfactory manner, and who 
has 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
all that he is the right man in the 
right place. 
The heads of the 
various depait- 
ments of the city are all tried and 
true servants, and as a result, the 
city has had a service from them and 
their subordinates that has been first 
class in every respect. 
As to the city’s finances, we have 
$8 ,000 more to our credit today than 
we had a year ago, there are no 
special warrants outstanding and the 
work planned for the coming year is 
only about one-fourth of what it was 
a year ago. 
So you see that by the 
close of the year we will have the city 
in a splendid financial condition. 
I doubt if anyone is more in favor 
of pubiio improvements than I am, 
never-the-less, I am thoroughly con­ 
vinced tha t under 
present eircum- 
stanoes we should go slow for a tim e 
at least. 
yte should keep in good repair the 
roads, sidewalks, crossings, sewers etc. 
tha t we have and build others only 
when it is absolutely necessary. 
I am in favor of paying off the 
bridge bond a little faster than has 
been the custom for the past number 
of years, and I know it will be to the 
credit of the city to do so. The bonds 
are past due and the stjoner they are 
paid the better. 
An ordinance hai been passed pro­ 
viding for a revision of thecity ordin­ 
ances and two of our ablest attorneys 
have been chosen to revise 
them. 
Ordinances of themselves am ount to 
very liu .c unless they are enforced, 
nor are we d ing our dui y as officials 
unless we see to it tha t i hey are en­ 
forced, 
I t is my intention, V erafore, as 
mayor of the city of Dixon, to take 
the initiative in the m atter o f enforc­ 
ing the ordinances and I sLall expect 
and greatly appreciate you r hearty 
co-operation and support in ¡*o doing. 
The chief of police will have direct 
aDd positive orders to enforce the 
laws and he in turn will see to it that 
bis subordinates have similar instruc­ 
tions and all violaters of the law will 
be punished without *delay or there 
will be something doing. 
Any individual who will deliberate­ 
ly and repeatedly over ride the city 
ordinances is not a good citizen but a 
dangerous man in the community and 
is at all times entitled to the extreme 
penalty of the law. All such may 
look for very little sympathy from the 
present adm inistration. 
I t is my attention, and no doubt it 
is youre, to give to the city an honest 
and a clean adm inistration so tha t 
when our tim e is up and we are about 
to step down and out of public office, 
we can hear our constituancy say. 
“ Well done good and faithful servant.” 
In the conclusion, I wish to take 
this opportunity to thank each of you 
for the courteous treatm ent I have 
received from you, not only in the 
council room but on all occasions. 
You have at all times shown the 
greatest of respect, if not for me, for 
the position tha t it is mine to hold, 
and I want to assure you tha t I ap­ 
preciate it more than I can express. 
My desire for the past year is my 
desire for the next, that we may work 
in harmony for the welfare of the city 
and if there is to be any strife among 
us, let it be which can best serve the 
city’s interests.

sm all roll of paper, soaked w ith chlo­ 
rate of potash and sugar a t one end, 
w ith a thin glass globule filled with 
strong sulphuric acid attached at the 
sam e point. 
W hen the sulphuric acid 
w as liberated by pinching the globule 
it acted upon the chlorate of potash 
and sugar so as to produce fire.

The tea drinkers of Australia riv al 
those of China and Japan, not, how­ 
ev er, In the quality, but in the quan­ 
tity, consumed.

Toward the close of the seven 
days the pot is filled with an acrid 
mash o f tea lea ves, out of which the 
tea is squeezed by the pressure of a 
tin cup.
